If you're in your teens, or will be soon, you will 
soon begin to hear older people talk about how 
fcwful the younger generation is. They'll say, 
"Why when I was a teen ager, I was well be- 
haved." Or, "You never heard about juvenile 
delinquency when / was younger." Or, "I can't 
understand what comes over the younger gener- 
ation these days." Or ... or ... or .. . you've 
probably heard it all by now, and if you haven't 
heard it, you've seen articles in the papers about 
it. 

Well, relax. Each older generation, as it gets 
older, forgets about the bad things they did in 
their youth, and remembers only the good 
things.. 

The parents, the grown ups of today, were the 
naming youths of the twenties. The next time 



you hear older people running down the youth 
of today, ask them about what happened in 
the last generation! » 

If you can make them remember, you'll U. 
surprised, and so will they! 

it might be a good thing if (he older genera- 
tion today would do what we've been doing 
lately and going back through old newspapers 
during the nineteen twenties! Phew . . . what the 
older generation of that ilny had to say about 
the younger generation then! The same accusa- 
tions, the same idea that the world was going to 
the dogs, that all young people were evil and 
trouble makers, that the country was going to 
be ruined by what they then called the 'flappers' 
and the 'sheiks.' 

What people *feni to forcret all about, is the 



f a« that it is only a small proportion of young' 
seers iu any generation who make the headlines. 
Ail kids get blamed for the mistakes and faults 
of smaller groups. 

We think it might be a good idea to remem- 
ber this the next time newspapers, radio and 
television go into the routine about juvenile 
delinquency and how much worse this younger 
generation is than the past one. 

Statistically something has changed too, that 
makes it seem that our teen age problem is a 
much worse one than the preceding era. Now- 
adays when a teener gets into trouble we have 
courts and special technical experts who work 
with and try to help the youngsters who are in 
trouble. This is fine, and as you know, if you've 
read any of our previous articles on this subject 
. we are in favor, heartily in favor, of anything 
that wiii help delinquents. But it must be borne 
in mind that twenty or thirty years ago the same 
troubled kids who got into a mess were more 
than likely to be thrown into jail with adult 
criminals. The statistics did not show the per. 
centage of kids to 'grown up' real criminals. 

Nowadays we do know just what percentage 
of kids are involved and this is the reason that 
it seems on the surface that many, many more 
teen agers are going bad than used to go bad. 

Really, although there may be a higher per- 
centage even taking this into account, another 
factor must be taken into consideration, and that 
is that the total population of America has risen 
many million fold since the last census. We have 
increased from one hundred and twenty million 
to one hundred and eighty million. That extra 
sixty million, gives us a higher amount from 
which maladjusted teen agers can come. 

If we take these two factors into account, we 
doubt very much if the increase in delinquency 
has been half as great as some article writers 
would lead you to think. 

It must be remembered too that we are living 
in a period of much greater strain so that the 
weak, the neurotic, amongst our kids are pushed 
harder, are made to carry a much heavier burden 
and therefore there is a much bigger reason for 
them to snap and leave, the straight and narrow. 

If adults can and do crack up under the strain 
of hot wars and cold wars, the threat of bacteri- 
ological warfare and of the atom bomb, and now 
the H bomb, then it is not too surprising if we 
find that a higher number of youngsters crack 
up. 

We've been feeling much more optimistic . 
about the problem of teen age depravity since 
we began to think along these lines. We no 
longer feel as discouraged as we may have 



sounded in past articles. 

We think that perhaps that awful younger 
generation is no more or less awful than any 
other younger generation. 

If we're right and we have no reason to think 
we,'re not, we can face the future with a lot more 
hope than we have had for a long long time. 

It was inevitable we suppose, for us to be de- 
pressed when we did not look below the surface 
of the headlines which constantly bombard u$ 
and tell us how bad things are. For the unpleas- 
ant truth is that k is a lot easier to sell news- 
papers and magazines that shdw how bad things 
are than it is to sell articles on how good things 
arc. 

You know very well that every headline you 
see in the papers, but for a small minority, is 
about murder, or death, or battles, that few in- 
deed are the headlines that announce something 
wonderful and pleasant like the news of the new 
wonder drug that may cure tuberculosis, one of* 
man's oldest killers. 

It is a pity that this is true, that bad news sells 
better than good. But we think maybe you may 
feel more optimistic if you know and realize 
that things are never quite as bad as the radios 
and newspapers would have you believe. 

The next time we see a report in the papers 
about twenty or twenty-two teen agers being 
arrested for having stolen cars, or held up a 
storekeeper at a gun's point, we're going to bear 
in mind the thousands upon untold hundreds of 
thousands of kids who are doing what they have 
,been taught to do at home, in school and in 
church. 

Their doings never make newspaper head- 
lines because they are potentially good citizens. 
They are basically good youngsters who are 
going to grow up into good adults. 

We think if you do the same thing, that you'll 
be a lot healthier mentally, and that you will no 
longer have guilt feelings about belonging to 
that "awful younger generation." 

There's an old old saying, that 'there were 
giants in those days.' This is just another way of 
saying that when you look back into the past 
everything always seem to have been rosier than 
it is today. That youngsters were better then 
than they are now. That the whole worra was a 
different, better place. 

Don't you believe it. 

This is and can be a good world, with good 
people in it, both old and young. Hold onto that 
idea and don't let go of it!
